I T JUST TON'T GO AWAY, and in coming years the Jarvis amend¬ 
ment may mean for Inyo County a whole new "tone" and look 
, to local government* County Administrator John K. Smith 
said he learned last week that in the next fiscal year, the 
state's surplus monies for counties will drop 10 ;£ and then, 
in coming years, as much as 3>0A 

Some officials, choosing to bypass the "spirit" of 
Jarvis, are hoping the legislature will levy some kind of 
new taxes for revenue. That might,however, go against the 
grain of hard-line Jarvis fans and the political climate will 
likely dictate just how the state lawmakers will manage their 
rapidly dwindling revenues.

And what will Inyo do to prepare for the 
inevitable crunch? Nobody seemed willing to 
express more than an I 'm—not—sure view, but 
Smith stated some of the problems involved. 
First off, there are what he called "too many 
state—mandated programs," programs and regula¬ 
tions that counties must implement, but which 
the state seems reluctant to pay for - "about 
90% of our programs here," he said. And of 
those, the state has paid for most but not all, 
he added. 

For Inyo there sure a few projects already 
tagged for trimming: In the county's parks and 
recreation department, the planning department 
smd a few otherso The county may levy a system 
of user-fees for dumps and airports to defray 


costs of operations in those areas. 

MEANWHILE, OTHER COSTS MOUNT, some of them be¬ 
yond the county’s powers to change. A county 
murder suspect, 26-year-old Evin Lappas, is 
beginning to cost some money. Last week. Sher¬ 
iff Floyd Barton asked the board to set aside 
still more money to pay a jail matron. A mat¬ 
ron's presence is demanded by law if and when 
a jail holds female prisoners. To pay for Lap¬ 
pas ’ overseer, the supervisors voted $7,200, 
with one supervisor. Herb London, voting no. 
Barton pointed out that Lappas had been taken 
from the jail to the hospital no fewer than 
four times due to epileptic seizures - and that 
she needed someone to "keep an eye on her." 

She must be held at least until February, when

DOCTORS OFFER A FEW 
PRACTICAL.GUIDELINES, 

BUT PROBLEMS CONTINUE 

S HORT OF DOCTORS AND 
pressed for funds, 
dominated by bureau¬ 
cratic rules and regulat¬ 
ions that nobody seems to 
want or need, a number of 
people involved deeply in 
the health of southern In¬ 
yo's people gathered (in 
a kind of desperation) to 
find out what, if anything, 
might be done. The hospi¬ 
tal's board of directors, 
already under fire in an 
anonymous letter-writing 
campaign and under the 
vicious guns of a word- 
of-mouth campaign against 
their every move good or 
bad, found itself bound 
into an interlocking chain 

of circumstances that few ___ 

were willing or able to change in any real way. 
For months - even before the problem came 
to a head in recent days — the emergency medic¬ 
al service has operated with great uncertainty. 
A combination of circumstances - critically ill 
or wounded patients, out-of-town doctors, poor 
radio contact, vague operational guidelines - 
seemed to come together to change all things 
that southern Inyo residents would like to think 
of comfortably as "their hospital." 

At the special board meeting, attended ty 
one doctor so pressed for time that he came in 
a surgical outfit, board members, rescue and 
ambulance people, law enforcement people - all 
came to tell it like he or she saw the problem. 
Not much was done, but a lot was said. 

It came to light, for instance, that a 
co muni cations failure might be underlying and 
undermining an otherwise smooth opration that 
involves all the above. Speakers talked about

not just "radio contact" but also a breakdown 
of interchange between all involved. Most ag¬ 
reed that an emergency radio service system 
shipped in by the federal government was of ve¬ 
ry little help; hospital personnel said they 
had never been instructed in the practical use 
of the equipment...that there is rarely avail¬ 
able anyone to monitor the radio thanks to a 
limited staff at ni^ht—time when a great num¬ 
ber of southern Inyo's emergencies occur. 

On the night of a 
recent shooting incident 
near Independence (one 
of the cases that brought 
to light some of the hos— 
pital' s problems), there 
was no communication be¬ 
tween the ambulance and 
the hospitals. "We lost 
at least twenty minutes 
with a critical patient," 
complained John Hogan, a 
v— member of the Independence 
rescue squad. "We were 
finally notified by the 
sheriff's office to go to 
Bishop after thqy talked 
to the hospital there by 
telephone•" 

Doctors in southern 
Inyo think the transport 
of that victim to Bishop 
was a mistake. "If a pat¬ 
ient is in this district, 
he should be taken to this 
hospital. There are steps 
in a thing like this...A 
patient should be stabil¬ 
ized before going to sur¬ 
gery anyway. I«d be stick¬ 
ing my neck out to order 
a patient taken to anoth¬ 
er hospital if I hadn't 
seen him. 

"We should stick by 
things we've always used: 
Take the patient to the 
closest hospital and don't

worry about the radios." 

Those were the words 
- welcome words as it turn¬ 
ed out, providing some 
let's-do-it guidelines in a vacuum of positive 
action - from Dr. Donald Christenson. Another , 
doctor, Ben Jones, agreed: "A patient should be 
seen, stabilized, before going to surgery,"

Asked to explain Inyo County f s opposition 
to BLM f s wilderness "study," the nation¬ 
al director replied with seeming sympathy : 
"Their world is changing... and dammit, 
it f s hard.” Appearing in his shirtsleeves * 
ho explained that his western junket had, 
taken him into the desert areas. "We have 
to find a way to make the best use of the 
resources. What is going on in California 
may be a prototype for other areas of the 
country." He was pressed about "input rf 
from local areas and whether it would be 
considered in the government f s decision¬ 
making. He pointed out that what the loc¬ 
al areas may want with their lands may be 
in conflict with broader national inter¬ 
ests. BLM lands are already under strict 
regulation, limiting many previous activ¬ 
ities; in his words: "...until congress 
acts, we will manage the land so that it 
does not change the suitability for wild¬ 
erness." He warned that once in a "wild¬ 
erness" category , land would be "very, 
very difficult" to release for community 
eocpansion. Asked about high fees charged 
to land-users - like movie crews that Inyo 
tries to encourage - he referred to a 
state official (below left): "The U.S. 
was not receiving fair market value. We 
feel the fees are fair for use of public 
land. We know there is concern about it.

THE "DOCTOR SHORTAGE": 

A DOCTOR'S THOUGHTS 

Editor of Inyo County News-L e tter: 

The "physician shortage" in Southern 
Inyo County has been a very newsworthy item 
lately* The long-term solution is obviously 
the recruitment of physicians to Southern In¬ 
yo. Unfortunately, this is a problem faced 
by rural areas across the country and may 
take some time to resolve. 

In terms of acutely ill patients, an 
interim solution has been agreed upon amongst 
the physicians of Inyo County. Obviously it 
is impossible for the three physicians of Sou¬ 
thern Inyo to provide three-physician cover¬ 
age 2li hours a day, seven days a week. If a 
patient is ill enough to require the simul¬ 
taneous care of three physicians and they are 
not all immediately available at Southern In¬ 
yo, this patient will be brought to Southern 
Inyo, receive stabilizing care and (then) 
transported to Northern Inyo Hospital for de¬ 
finitive care. Geographic guidelines are be¬ 
ing drawn up, such that patients who are al¬ 
ready significantly north of Lone Pine will 
be brought directly to Bishop. In addition, 
there is a continuing discussion with the 
hospitals of Las Vegas and Ridgecrest concern¬ 
ing transporting patients from the more south¬ 
ern and southeastern porta pns of Inyo County 
directly to these hospitals. 

The long distance between medical fac¬ 
ilities and the time involved transporting 
patients from outlying areas is an obvious 
problem in rural health care. The geographic 
isolation and low population density living 
that most of us seek by living in Inyo County 
will always compromise "ideal" medical care, 
even when the "doctor shortage" is solved.

TWO ISSUES: MANZANAR PROJECT 
AND LOW-COST HOUSING FOR INYO 

To the editor: 

I'm going to throw a few things at you. 
Perhaps you have done something, or thought 
about them already. I have not seen but a 
couple of your papers.... 

...It seems that if Manzanar is to be 
made into a state park, more thought should 
go into the planning. A memorial to national 
fear and hysteria? God knows that the action 
of the government at the time seemed harsh, 
but it seems that the camp must have been fhr 
better than Pearl Harbor or Hiroshima. We 
hear they will focus on Indians...more vic¬ 
tims. There was a time when Manzanar was a 
happy, productive place; a spot of hope and 
brilliance. Perhaps a small orchard should be 
maintained there with a replica of the pack- 
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ing house, etc....Let the memorial be complete. 

There is a real need to explore decent, 
low-cost housing here. I recently wrote to HUD, 
checking out the possibility of getting a loan 
to buy a home for myself and my children. They 
were unable to do anything in this area and re¬ 
ferred me to the Farm Home Administration in 
Bakersfield. They called me long distance to say 
that you have to make at least $16,000 per year 
to qualify for a "poverty-level type loan." 

This is an area where, if you are estab¬ 
lished, or bought a long time ago, or are an 
Indian, or are quite well-to-do, you can have 
a place of your own. 

Well, shouldn't some emphasis be placed 
on affordable housing for the working backbone 
of this tourist-oriented society - the cooks, 
dishwashers, waitresses, gas station attendants 
and maids, cashiers, nurses’ aides, etc. ?

Some say that mobile homes are the solu¬ 
tion; well, again I disagree. A family-sized 
mobile home is not cheap. They do not stand up 
well under the rigors of any sized children, 
perhaps not even clumsy adults. The allure of 
mobile home living is "cheap chic." 

Under scrutiny, it looks like a lot of 
people living in sub-standard housing on sub¬ 
standard lots. In Bishop, people pay as much as

"Technical problems" and production 
headaches combine to do in the play 
about the invisible rabbit. Rut it 
was hinted that "consistent" strong¬ 
er leadership and a 'home' for the 
popular theatrical group may have 
improved matters immeasurably.

H ARVEY" MAY REAPPEAR, INSOFAR AS AN IN- 
visible rabbit can "appear" at all, 
.sometime in February. But for now, the 
cast of Playhouse 395's production of that 
classic play is returning him to his back- 
stage hutch. And for the next few days the 
players will be returning the money - no 
small amount of it — that Bishop playgoers 
had laid out in advance to see "Harvey"; the 
play was scheduled to open Thursday and run 
through Saturday night at Bishop's city aud¬ 
itorium. 

And what happened to "Harvey"? 

There were varying views, but most of 
these - from the cast and director - seemed 
to be in a general agreement: The cast could 
not rehearse onstage at the city auditorium; 
costs were too high for Playhouse 395's bare- 
bones budget. The city charges $2$ for the 
first three hours of use, $5 an hour for ev¬ 
ery hour after that. A play like "Harvey" 
needed hours of rehearsal, and most of the 
time put into it for the past six weeks 
has been in a vacant office space in the 
Department of Water and Power building on W.

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South Street* "Harvey" is a play requiring a 
tight co-ordination between its "technical" 
crew (staging, lighting, sound effects, etc.) 
and its cast and director* That co-ordination 
was absent due to time needed for the work 
"backstage" - costly time nhen measured against 
Playhouse 395's "$200 in the bank, thereaboutsJ' 

But there were other problems, too* The 
popular community theatrical group may have 
been "going downhill for the past year or two," 
as one of its members said* According to Lynn 
Morra (cast as "Nurse Kelly" in the "Harvey" 
production), "There hasn't been strong leader¬ 
ship, and not much energy. The group was def¬ 
initely dwindling with people dropping out* I 
had a few doubts in the beginning* ..and when we 
got to the city auditorium on Wednesday night- 
that late, at 9:30 - nothing was working right. 
The phones didn’t ring, the set wasn't ready, 
and we hadn’t had enough time to work with the 
people who did all those things, 

"If we had a facility to work with, we 
could have done it alright. And we need one 
strong p>erson to lead the organization* Bob 
Thornburg was able to put it all together when 
he was with us. We've had to get volunteers to 
direct, and then they had to work with donated 
props and all kinds of borrowed things to put 
anything on* 

"Things have run out of speed and we've 
been losing members." 

For the "Harvey" production - an ambiti¬ 
ous one by any professional or amateur stand¬ 
ards - Peggy Horn had taken on the director¬ 
ship as others had, as volunteer. Then there 
were things like casting, scripts, phone call^ 
arrangements to make, all the "running around 
and organizing to do," the borrowing of mater¬ 
ials. And the pxLay itself: If Playhouse 395 
could pull it off, the audience itself would 
become convinced completely - as was the plea¬ 
sant and honest "Elwood Dowd," that Harvey,the 
invisible rabbit actually existed* even though 
no one would ever "see" him. Also, there was 
the vague hope, however unlikely it might seem, 
that this show at least might be the one to 
help refill and fatten Playhouse 395's increa¬ 
singly lean pairse« Tickets were printed and 
distributed for sale, and of these "about 50 
to 60 " had been sold for $2,50 and $1*?5 for 
"adult" and "student" admission. 

Rehearsals began — and colds and absen¬ 
teeism also took their tolls. By Wednesday 
night "about 9 : 30 "» according to one of the 
cast members, everybody seemed to realize that 
"Harvey" was not going to happeno 

"Playhouse 395 has had a good record and 
a good reputation — like the show oh Lincoln 
a couple of years ago - and that was another 
reason we didn't want to go out there with a 
bad'show," said big pane 1 s Bob Stark who was 
to play Elwood Dowd, the pleasant schizophren¬ 
ic convinced of the presence (a positive pres¬ 
ence in the life of Dowd) of an invisible rab¬ 
bit he met one night on a street corner. 

Stark agreed that the "technical aspects 
of the play" were what did it all in. "We 
didn't have them worked out* All that should 
have been in order by 10 o'clock Monday night* 
It would have been a chancey thing to go on 
Thursday night*" 

Asked about "leadership," Stark said : 

"I don't know. It varies. I'd say we have 
problems in getting someone to handle this<>" 

He agreed that in Playhouse 395 the director 
must also fill the role of producer, worrying 


about lighting, staging, and sets. 

Here was Horn's assessment: 

Q: What happened to "Harvey"? 

A: It's been totally cancelled. 

Q: Why? 

A: Technical problems. The city audi¬ 
torium is a cold building. The stage hasn't 
been used in years. The curtain was torn; 
the heater is loud ■when it comes on. It lock¬ 
ed sloppy...and enthusiasm started dropping. 
Rather than go m th a production that wasn't 
ready, we decided to cancel it* 

Q: Will you put it on in the future? 

A: I don't know. The high school stage 
is booked until February, and it's not exact¬ 
ly set up for theater. We're probably going 
to go into debt over this. We need a stage in 
proper condition. Our hands are tiedo 

Q: How much does the auditorium stage 

cost? 

A: Twenty-five dollars for the first 
three hours, and five dollars per hour after 
that. We need a place, even a Theater-in- 
the-round, where we can center ourselves. We 
were right on schedule with everything else, 
but when we got on stage, we just weren't 
ready. 

So -what is the future not only of "Har¬ 
vey," but also of PLayhouse 395? Uncertain, 
at best. Advised of the complaints about the 
Bishop city auditorium, a reporter called Jim 
Turner, the Bishop city administrator* A com¬ 
munity project like Playhouse 395, after all, 
may be deserving of some kind of break. 

"App>arently they have got some internal 
problems," said Turner<> "Morale had dropped 
even before the initial on-stage testing*" 

Turner said he had talked on Thursday 
morning with Peggy Horn. "They felt that they 
are a quality operation. Well, the curtains 
don't always work, the heater with its blow¬ 
ers is noisy, and even with the heater, it 
was still cold in the auditorium. 

"They felt they couldn't really expect 
people to pay under those conditions, and that 
it wculd be a black mark on the organization, 

"Mrs. Horn said she would be in touch 
with some groups who might support fixing up 
the auditorium - that it might be a community 
project. 

"We would certainly help in any way we 
could." 

And what about "theater" as such in In¬ 
yo County? 

Surprisingly, there is more than a lit¬ 
tle interest - but it is an interest that 
wants more to observe than to participate. As 
for talent, past productions by Playhouse 395 
strongly indicate that talent is available and 
even eager to perform. But then Inyo, too, 
finds itself in the paradox of creativity: As 
a general rule, "creative and artistic people" 
are rarely salesmen and promoters - and the 
salesmen and promoters seldom have the inner 
"sensitivity" of the artist. In those happy 
instances where they've managed to find a har- 
monious blending, the communities in which 
they wed have invariably profited} it is the 
proof of community "culture." Without it, a 
town can stay home and resign itself to Net¬ 
work schlock , all suffering in the end. 

Can Playhouse 395 survive? Well, maybe 
this week's fiasco may prove of value after 
all, if only in publicity. As Elwood Dowd and 
"Harvey" said: "We*entered as strangers - 
soon we have friends."

S O RAD HAD BEEN THE PUBLIC IMAGE OF THS OID KINC RADIO AT LONE PINE, a complete overhaul 
right down to the call letters (Now it's KNYO) was necessary. The overhaul was made dur¬ 
ing the recent negotiating with the previous owners, and KNYO went on the air last week. 
For the first time in more than two years, Lone Pine and southern Inyo had something 
of their own in radio. And, judging by the 
first week’s programming, the old image will 
change very rapidly. 

The previous owners. Art and Izzie Sin- 
ofsky, loaded a U-Haul and left town for good. 

For more than two years they set high prices 
(at one time as high as $1^0,000) on the sta¬ 
tion. Finally, they took the advice of a bro¬ 
ker: They'd be lucky to get the $6^,000 offer¬ 
ed by a pair of gung-ho southlanders who were 
willing to leave well-paying spots in the 
plush L.A. market and make KNYO "a Lone Pine 
and Southern Inyo radio station." 

The problem with KINC: Nobody was list¬ 
ening, not since the station bumped its news 
program two years ago amid a storm of local 


protest. 

The new owners are Lloyd Higuera and 
Burt Weiner, lately associated with Glendaleb 
popular FM outlet, KUTE. As Lloyd put it, "It 
was always my dream to own a radio station." 

For KNYO, there is an entirely new sound 
and what may rightfully be called a new "feel¬ 
ing." The owners are moving out into the com¬ 
munity getting acquainted, finding out vhat 
Lone liners want to be hearing. "From my re¬ 
search," says Higuera, "I've tailored it to 
this market. We'll have some country-western, 
...the Crystal Gayle kind, not a Loretta Lynn 
type...some middle-of-the-road and contempor-

Jones had more: He suggested a "com¬ 
mon-sense" approach to the problem - that of 
taking the patient to the "nearest" facility. 
He said that on the night of the shooting in¬ 
cident, a visiting emergency room doctor at 
Southern Inyo Hospital had been "under the im¬ 
pression that if the shooting victim had been 
accepted there "we would have been stuck with 
the case." 

Under law - a state regulation - "thred' 
physicians must be present for emergency sur¬ 
gery - but it takes only one to "stabilize" a 
patient until further help can be brought in<> 

Sandy Poulin, owner of Lone Pine's Tri- 
County Ambulance Service said "We can't make 
those decisions about whether the hospital is 
equipped. The doctors have to make that dec¬ 
ision. We got orders not to take a stabbing 
victim to Southern Inyo and we didn't know if 
he would live or die." 

Dr. Raymond Auvil told the small crowd 
at the board meeting that "According to law, 
two physicians must be present for major sur¬ 
gery, but the spirit (he emphasized "spirit") 
of the law is to take care of emergency prob¬ 
lems.... (so) bring them in, we'll care for 
them or transfer them. 

"The emergency doctor exceeded his auth¬ 
ority and we got blamed for it." 

A board member, Bruce Ivey, concluded 
with "The guidelines are clear then: Take the 
patient to the closest hospital.. <>95% of the 
time they'll be taken care of hereo" 

Then Ivey said that Joyce Schwinn of 
Inland Counties Emergency Medical Authority 
(a federal bureau) "created a lot of prob¬ 
lems. She went to the board of supervisors. 
I'm surprised she did this." At this time it 
is in fact unclear what Schwinn's role (or 
the federal government's role) is in the cur¬ 
rent controversy. No one, it seems now, ap¬ 
pears to know. 

"It's a wonder," said Ivey, "that any¬ 
thing works at all, under all these layers 
of government." To that statement, most would 
agree• 

One participant at the meeting saw it 
as a "simple" issue. Said Supervisor Johnny 
Johnson of Independence: "I live in Indepen¬ 
dence. If I'm conscious and coherent. I'll 
raise so much hell when I get here, someone 
will take care of me. I think someone was a 
little meek in this whole thingo"
